I want 


the boy at any cost. If necessary, will 
settle case by adopting him.

Mr. Reagen takes this telegram as a 


tacit admission that the boy, George, 
is not Reageri's child but that of Gol- 
nie Yell as he himself firmly believes. 


The message wired here from the 


Advocate office today being a press 
dispatch dated at Alton, 111.. TO the ef- 
fect that Mrs. Reagen is about to seek 
a divorce and is indignant because she 
has been ''turned down" by Mr. Rea- 
gen, was shown to the former Newark 
slassbiower by the Advocate 
corre- 


spondent this afternoon. 


•Mr. Reagen scouted the divorce sug- 


gestion and is inclined to think that 
somebody is doing tall guessing- in Al- 
ton. Nevertheless he read the mes- 
sage and at once sent a telegram to 
Mrs. Reagen. reading as follows: 


"What about divorce? Don't do any- 


thing rash." 


Mr. Reagen says that he is not an- 


sered at his wife for practicing what 
he terms as deception upon him. but 
is willing to let her rest a few days 
till see has time to think it over. He 
doesn't intend to go west until tie 
first of ?he coming week. 


Your correspondent was 
talking 


with Mr. Reagen this afternoon about 
ihe case when he was called to ibo 
ioJepJicno. a messenger reporting to 
him itiat somebody in St. Louis de- 
sired lo converse wish him. As ye* 
ih" nature of this latest message is not 
known. 


New York, Oct. 13.—Strong resolu- 


ions were adopted by. the board of

orporationwho intentionally appropri- 
tes or causes to be appropriated any 
f its funds to his own use or to that 
f any other person than the true 
wner or person entitled to the-bene- 
t thereof, steals such property and is 
uilty of larceny: and that the board 
elieves that the interests of the com- 


munity demand that this misappropri- 
tion, if a crime, should be visited 
nth adequate punishment; that law 
iould be enforced irrespective of the 
tation of the offender: and that noth- 
ing would be more operative as a 
check upon corrupt use of the money 
of corporations than conviction of the 
offender as a common thief."" 


- The district attorney of New York 
is urged to ascertain whether an in- 
dictment can not be found against of- 
ficers of life insurance companies who 
contributed funds of the companies to 
political campaign committees. The 
association also asks that civil action 
be instituted by the state attorney 
general looking to the restitution of 
the money so contributed.

Great excitement was created at the 


meeting of the Presbyterian Synod ii 
Toledo when a resolution condemning 
Myron T. Herrick was presented by 
Rev. H. G. Jackson, of Cleveland. The 
resolution in itself was nqt so mud: 
the cause of the trouble as an amend 
ment presented to the resolution bj 
Rev. 
C. L. Work, of Granville, O. 


The resolution was "that we com 


mend the 
work 
of the Anti-Saloon 


league in securing legislation intend- 
ed to curtail the injurious influence of 
the saloons and the liquor interests 
and specially for having secured the 
passage of the Beal and Brannock lo- 
cal option laws. That we repeat the 
resolutions passed by the last Synod 
of Cincinnati, which is that we express, 
profound regret that the sentiment of 
the people of Ohio, as voted by its rep 
resentatives in the last Assembly, was 
in part defeated by the action of the 
chief executive of our state in threat- 
ening to veto the bill desired by* them 
unless such modifications were made 
therein as he demanded." It "was then 
urged that this resolution be passed, 
but before that could be done the to! 
lowing amendment 
was presented: 


"And 
we therefore 
believe that he 


should be defeated at the coming elec 
tion."

Cheer after cheer greeted this state 


ment,'and it was plainly evident what 
the ideas of the assembled Presbyter 
ians were, but at this juncture Rev 
Reuben Taylor of Cincinnati, jumpet 
to his feet and exclaimed that he was, 
opposed to the passage of an amend 
ment of such purely political color, 
Words flew thick and fast, and the 
synod was rapidly assuming the char- 
acter of a political convention.

Card From J. E. Stinger to Correct 


Faise Impressions—Verdict Ren- 


dered by Coroner Legge.
